Giant  Double  Ranunculus 


Culture:  In  warm  climates,  Ranunculus  may  be  planted  in  early 
fall  for  winter  bloom  and  from  that  time  in  succession  until  spring. 
For  pot  grown  winter  flowers,  plant  early  in  fall,  water  thoroughly 
and  plunge  in  ashes  or  sand  until  they  are  sprouted. 

The  bulbs  resemble  tiny  clumps  with  finger-like  projections  which 
should  be  planted  pointed  down.  Soak  the  bulbs  in  water  2  hours 
and  cover  about  2  inches  deep,  4  to  6  inches  apart,  and  if  soil  is  at 
all  heavy,  cover  with  peat  moss  in  order  that  leaves  will  push  through 
readily  without  heaving  the  soil.  A  rich  under-soil  is  desirable,  but 
use  no  fresh  fertilizer  around  the  bulb.  Plant  in  a  partly  shaded  loca¬ 
tion,  particularly  if  grown  for  blooming  in  late  spring  or  early  summer, 
otherwise  if  planted  in  locations  like  the  Phoenix,  Arizona,  valley 
during  the  fall  months  in  a  sunny,  open  location.  An  abundance  of 
water  and  good  drainage  is  essential.

Culture:  For  pot  forcing,  place  six  or  more  in  a  pot  of  proportionate  size  and 
handle  the  same  as  Tulips  and  Hyacinths,  keeping  them  well  watered  at 
blooming  time.  For  outdoor,  they  are  suitable  for  borders,  rockeries  and 
mass  bedding.  Plant  the  tubers  6  to  7  inches  apart,  2  inches  deep,  laid  flat 
with  the  growing  knobs  upward.  Soaking  the  tubers  before  planting  hastens 
the  blooming.  In  warm  climates,  free  of  heavy  freezing.  Anemones  may  be 
planted  from  early  fall  to  early  spring  and  several  plantings  will  produce  a 
continuous  bloom  in  4  to  5  months'  time.  Under  colder  conditions,  a  mulching 
of  leaves  and  litter  is  necessary  and  in  regions  subject  to  extreme  cold,  the 
tubers  should  be  carried  over  in  a  cold  frame  and  planted  in  the  spring. 
After  flowering  and  the  leaves  have  dried  off,  lift  the  tubers,  dry  and  store 
in  dry  sand  until  next  planting  time.  In  warm  climates  they  may  remain 
in  the  ground  and  rested  under  rather  dry  conditions.

Mix  a  liberal  amount  of  manure  with  the  soil  that  has  been  removed  and  re¬ 
place  it.  After  the  soil  has  settled  sufficiently,  open  a  trench  in  the  bed  about 
6  inches  deep  and  plant  one  ounce  of  seed  to  about  20  to  25  feet  of  row.  During 
the  warm  weather  cover  the  seed  about  2  to  3  inches  deep  and  in  cooler 
weather  about  1  inch  is  sufficient.  Care  must  be  taken  during  warm  weather 
not  to  rot  the  seed  with  moisture.  After  planting  seed  soak  the  trench  thor¬ 
oughly  and  follow  with  a  liberal  sprinkling  of  peat  moss  or  dried  grass  to 
prevent  the  surface  soil  from  crusting.  After  the  peas  hove  grown  6  or  8  inches 
begin  to  draw  the  soil  to  them,  gradually  filling  the  trench.  This  will  neces¬ 
sitate  another  trench  on  each  side  of  the  row,  through  which  to  water  the  vines 
during  the  rest  of  the  season.  A  peat  mulch  around  the  plant  will  keep  them 
in  good  growing  condition.  Frequent  cultivation  is  also  necessary.  Keep  them 
well  watered  and  at  blooming  time  keep  the  blossoms  picked  to  insure  a  long 
growing  season.

General  Planting  Suggestions 

Light,  rich  loamy  soil  is  best  suited  to  flowers.  If  the  soil  is  of  a 
heavy  nature,  add  sand  or  peat  moss  and  a  liberal  scattering  of  air- 
slacked  lime  to  form  a  better  texture.  Prepare  the  soil  as  fine  and 
smooth  as  possible.  The  depth  of  planting  flower  seeds  is  very  import¬ 
ant.  Very  fine  seeds  should  be  planted  on  the  surface  and  pressed 
into  the  soil,  then  sprinkle  over  the  surface  a  light  mulch  to  aid  germi¬ 
nation.  Medium  sized  seeds  should  be  planted  to  Vz  inch  deep, 
while  larger  seeds  such  as  Sweet  Peas,  should  go  deeper.  A  light 
mulch  should  be  spread  over  all  seeds  planted,  as  it  is  the  best  method 
of  keeping  the  soil  moist  and  cool.  Water  with  a  fine  spray  to  avoid 
washing  the  soil  from  the  seeds.  When  large  enough,  thin  young  plants 
from  2  to  12  inches  apart,  depending  on  the  variety.  Give  them  plenty 
of  room  to  develop,  allow  plenty  of  moisture  and  good  drainage  and 
the  results  will  surprise  you.
